(UK), LAVALLE-URBINA (MEXICO), MUZOREWA (S.RHODESIA), 

RAMGOOLAM (MAURITIUS) AND U THANT (BURMA). 

FIRST TWO AWARDED POSTHUMOUSLY. 

BENITES QUESTIONED WHETHER DECLARATION IDEALS HAD BEEN 
TRANSLATED INTO POSITIVE RIGHTS; HE SAID RACISM AND RACIAL 
DISCRIMINATION CAUSES OF "SHAME AND OPPROBRIUM FOR MANKIND." 
BENITES REGRETTED THAT VIOLATION OF ESSENTIAL HR 
PREVENTED BISHOP MUZOREWA FROM BEING PRESENT TO RECEIVE 
AWARD. SYG WALDHEIM SAID DECLARATION DEMONSTRATED "POLITICS 
IS ABOUT PEOPLE" AND "POINTED TOWARDS GOAL AND DID NOT 
ESTABLISH FACT"; GULF BETWEEN ASPIRATIONS AND REALITY 
WOULD ALWAYS EXIST AND INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY MUST "REDUCE 
THAT GULF, AND WHILE ADMITTING FAILURES AND DISAPPOINT- 
MENTS, NEVER LOSE SIGHT OF IDEAL." 

FRAZAO SAID DC-LDC GAP JEOPARDIZED FOUNDATIONS OF DECLARA- 
TION, NOTED "OPEN SORE OF RACIAL DISCRIMINATION," AND 
CALLED DECADE FOR ACTION "SIGNIFICANT INITIATIVE." 

MAHAMSSANI OUTLINED WORK OF COMITE 3 ON SUBJECT AND OBSERVED 
"TO OUR DISMAY, PEOPLE CONTINUE TO BE OBJECTS OF DISCRIMINA- 
TION, OPPRESSION, AND INJUSTICE." RAMPHUL STRESSED IMPOR- 
TANCE OF WILL AND COOPERATION OF PEOPLES, GOVERNMENTS, 

AND SECRETARIAT; HE REGRETTED UN LACKED SYSTEMATIC APPROACH 
TO HR AND URGED EMPHASIS ON ARTS 13, 55, AND 56 OF CHARTER 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND "ASSISTANCE IN REALIZATION OF HR AND FUNDAMENTAL FREEDOMS 
FOR ALL WITHOUT DISTINCTION." BAROODY RECALLED INITIAL HOPES 
FOR DECLARATION; REGRETTED CIVIL STRIFE AND WAR STILL PRESENT 
AND "SELF-ENAMOURED ACHIEVERS" HAD NO TIME TO REDRESS ILLS 
SUFFERED BY OTHERS; SAID SUCCESS NEED NOT BECOME "FETISH 
ACHIEVED AT DIRE EXPENSE OF OTHERS." HUMPHREY DESCRIBED 
ICJ DECISION BINDING RESPECT OF HR AND FUNDAMENTAL FREEDOMS 
AS "TRULY REVOLUTIONARY DEVELOPMENT" SINCE INTERNATIONAL AW 
NOW PROTECTED INDIVIDUALS WHEREVER THEY LIVED.

MEMBERS, TAKING INTO ACCOUNT PRINCIPLE OF EQUITABLE GEO- 
GRAPHICAL DISTRIBUTION, WAS APPROVED 77-9(USSR)-2(GDR, SA). 
TWENTY-NINE-POWER RES (L.670) ON STRENGTHENING INTERNATIONAL 
(SIS) WAS APPROVED IN A.M. BY VOTE OF 50-2(PORTUGAL, SA) 

-14, BUT CHAIRMAN ACKNOWLEDGED IN AFTERNOON THAT IT HAD LACKED 
NECESSARY QUORUM. IN SECOND VOTE, RES WAS ADOPTED 69-2IPORTU- 
GAL, S A)- 1 7 (BELGIUM, CANADA, DENMARK, FRANCE, FRG, GREECE, 
GUATEMALA, ICELAND, IRELAND, ISRAEL, ITALY, JAPAN, 

NETHERLANDS, NORWAY, TURKEY, UK, US). RES NOT ONLY, AMONG 
OTHER THINGS, CALLS FOR BROADENING SCOPE OF DETENTE TO 
COVER ENTIRE WORLD, BUT REAFFIRMS RECOMMENDATION ALL STATES 
ESTABLISH EFFECTIVE SYSTEM OF UNIVERSAL COLLECTIVE SECURITY 
WITHOUT MILITARY ALLIANCES. ROSSIDES (CYPRUS) INTRODUCED 
CYPRUS-KENYA-MALTA DRAFT RES (L.672) ON IMPLEMENTATION OF 
SIS DECLARATION WHICH WOULD HAVE ASKED SYG PREPARE STUDY 
ON RELATION OF ENVIRONMENTAL ASPECT OF SECURITY TO WHOLE 
PROBLEM INVOLVED IN SIS DECLARATION, BUT ACTION WAS DEFERRED 
UNTIL 29TH GA ON UNDERSTANDING DRAFT WILL BE REPRODUCED 
IN REPORT. CHAIRMAN NOTED COMITE'S ONLY OUTSTANDING ITEM

OTHER ON QUANTIFICATION OF SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLIGICAL 
ACTIVITIES RELATED TO DEVELOPMENT. COMITE HEARD FINAL COMMENTS 
ON REPORT OF IDS R/A (L.1329) ADOPTED UNANIMOUSLY DEC 7. 

UNDER FIRST RES (L.1338), GA WOULD REQUEST SYG. REGIONAL 
ECONOMIC COMMISSIONS AND OTHERS TO EXAMINE, IN TIME FOR MID-

COUNCIL INFORMED ABOUT ANY NEW IMPORTANT DEVELOPMENTS CONCERNING 
QUESTION OF NAMIBIA. STATEMENTS WERE MADE ALSO BY SYG, 

NAMIBIA COUNCIL PRES, AND REPS KENYA, GUINEA AND USSR. 
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DISCUSSION TO CONTINUE DEC. 11. 

SYG WALDHEIM TOLD SC HE STRESSED IN DISCUSSIONS WITH SA 
REPS FIRM UN STAND ON INTERNATIONAL STATUS OF NAMIBIA, 

PRESERVATION OF ITS NATIONAL UNITY AND TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY. 

AND EXERCISE BY NAMIBIAN PEOPLE OF THEIR RIGHT TO SELF- 
DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE AS "SINGLE, UNITED NATION." 

HE HAD NOT HAD SUFFICIENT TIME TO SEE ALL PARTIES 
CONCERNED INDIVIDUALLY PRIOR TO DEADLINE FOR REPORT 
BUT HAD SINCE SPOKEN WITH REPS OF NAMIBIA COUNCIL, SWAPO 
AND CHIEF KAPUUO AND HAD NOTED OAU DECLARATION. 

INTRODUCING DRAFT RES, WHICH HE AMENDED TO RECALL SC RESES 
309, 319 AND 323, PEREZ DE CUELLAR (PERU) PAID TRIBUTE 
TO SYG'S EFFORTS TO CARRY OUT "EXPERIMENT," BUT STATED SAG 
CONTINUED ITS POLICY AND SC HAD TO ACT TO PRESERVE UN'S AU- 
THORITY. HE DESCRIBED DRAFT RES AS PRESERVING AUTHORITY 
NEEDED BY SYG. 

NAMIBIA COUNCIL PRES LUSAKA (ZAMBIA) REPORTED HIS COUNCIL 
OPPOSED CONTINUATION OF UN-SAG CONTACTS AND BELIEVED SC SHOULD 
NOT HESITATE TO TAKE CHAP. VII MEASURES TO "COMPEL VORSTER 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND HIS BAND OF IMPERIALIST-COLONIALIST PLUNDERERS TO WITHDRAW 
FROM NAMIBIA." NAMIBIA COUNCIL BELIEVED ALL NATIONS SHOULD 
SUPPORT MATERIALLY NAMIBIA'S SELF-DETERMINATION, CONSULATES 
SHOULD BE WITHDRAWN FROM NAMIBIA, BILATERAL ASSISTANCE TO 
PRETORIA HALTED, AND TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATE INVESTMENT 
IN NAMIBIA ENDED. 

IN VIEW ODERO-JOWI (KENYA), SC SHOULD CONDEMN SA FOR ITS 
CONTINUED ILLEGAL OCCUPATION OF NAMIBIA, REQUEST PERM SC 
MEMBERS BELONGING TO WESTERN GROUP TO EXERCISE "UTMOST 
INFLUENCE" ON SA TO IMMEDIATELY END OCCUPATION, AND DIALOGUE 
WITH SAG SHOULD BE TERMINATED. HE REPEATED MEASURES URGED 
BY NAMIBIA COUNCIL PRES, AND ASKED THAT SWAPO BE FORMALLY 
INVITED, UNDER RULE 39, TO PARTICIPATE IN DEBATE. 

CISSE (GUINEA) REFERRED TO OAU POSITPON, STATED UN-SAG 
TALKS IN FINAL ANALYSIS HAD PROVED HARMFUL TO CAUSE OF 
NAMIBIA, AND SAID COUNTRIES MAINTAINING RELATIONS WITH 
PRETORIA SHOULD EXTEND EMBARGOES AGAINST SR AND SA. (WHILE 
SHE WAS SPEAKING THERE WAS OUTBURST IN GALLERY BY GROUP 
ADVOCATING HUMAN RIGHTS IN SOVIET UNION.) 

SOVIET REP MALIK ALSO THOUGHT DIALOGUE WITH SA WAS "TOTAL 
FAILURE" AND "MUST BE STOPPED." IN ADDITION TO WESTERN POWERS, 

ISRAEL WAS ANOTHER ENEMY OF AFRICANS. SC HAD DUTY TO TAKE MOST 
EFFECTIVE MEASURES TO BRING ABOUT IMPLEMENTATION OF UN DECI- 
SIONS ON NAMIBIA, HE DECLARED, ADDING HE WOULD VOTE FOR 
PERUVIAN DRAFT.
